He states (FNU) GRAHAM, who lives on the lower Myrick Road, near 
Laurel and CECIL SESSUMS, Preacher from Shady Grove, Mississi ppi had 
some project recently and several negros were reported to have run 
through the woods, when frieghtened. Informant does not know when or 


where this happened,
